the very finest. Rarely are these early silver coins found with such 
splendid toning! The surfaces are pleasing with little more than a few 
shallow lines and for identification there is a minor planchet void 
below the right wing of the eagle, just touching the talon on the cloud 
nearby, This is known as the LIKERTY variety because of the broken 
B punch used to engrave that word, which has the appearance of an 
errant K rather than the intended B.

Even using the strongest 
glass, you will see not even a minute imperfection anywhere. A 
surprisingly strong luster blazes holdly from all over: Incredible 
album toning consisting of totally original gold/pale green/pale 
Violevroyal blue/tangerine and maybe a few other pastel like colors 
covers both sides. We think the only issue that holds this coin back 
is the strike. Overall, the strike is strong-including the obverse stars. 
There is some weakness on the left side of the eagle and its shield, 
but we believe that is “as struck”. The eye appeal is jaw dropping 
for sure!

The presently offered GEM has a pleasing semi-Prooflike luster that 
radiates around exceptionally well struck devices, You can tell from 
across the room that this highly lustrous coin has a great look. It is 
accentuated by a light dusting of gentle gold tone. Even under a 
powerful loupe, you will be unable to find a single flaw worthy of 
mention.

Well struck devices and generally 
smooth fields show just a few trace frost breaks and only a few tiny ticks 
that keep this from a full GEM grade. 


We sold 
one for $1,645 in March 2019 and another sold in the same month for 
$1,680. The current Collector's Universe value is listed at $1,750 and the 
population reports drop off dramatically in MS65 and finer.

Dappled, iridescent, pastel toning is dusted 
over the brilliantly lustrous surfaces. For a date that typically comes very 
poorly struck, this example has pleasing definition with essentially full 
details on Liberty's hair curls, and just some softness on the eagle's wing. 
Under a strong glass we note the few tiny ticks that limit this near-GEM to 
the assigned MS64+ level, but they do not detract from the overall

The 
Pan-Pac commemoratives were struck in half dollar, gold dollar, 
quarter eagle, and fifty dollar denominations, the latter struck 
in both round and octagonal formats. All told, 645 octagonal 
islugs"t1 were sold at the Expo and afterward. A beautiful type 
coin, unique in its format. 


The presently offered coin is in a wonderful state of preservation 
for the collector. A vibrant, satiny golden luster blankets both the 
obverse and reverse. Well struck and attractive for the assigned 
grade, these large gold pieces, although struck for collectors, 
often have large marks or were cleaned by non-numismatic 
owners.

Richly toned copper surfaces show off a dazzling array of blues 
and violets that intermingle with gold and large amounts of the 
original copper red, particularly on the reverse. Sharply struck 
throughout the design, with full definition on all the details, 

care was taken to strike this GEM. Aside from the most minute, 
microscopic flecks, the surfaces are smooth and free of distracting 
marks or lines. Indeed, all we see with a strong glass are mint 
made lines and some old die rust. The eye appeal is spectacular. 


This coin is currently the only one graded by PCGS in any color 
designation, and the only example showing as having sold in 
auction in PCGS CoinFacts is an NGC PR64 CAC, struck in 

GILT copper in the 2017 ANA auction, and prior to that, a raw 
example, called PR60 sold in June 1990 (that coin was gilt, and 
we believe that it is the same one that sold in 2017)! Think about 
all the large pattern collections that have sold in auction since 
1990, and just one contained a J-1436! We believe this is the 
coin that is listed in Pollock as having last been sold in Lester 
Merkin’s September 1974 auction, lot 231, although matching 
this coin to the half tone, black and white photo is not 100% 
definitive. The only other example noted by Pollock was the King 
Farouck coin, which is listed as “EF.” 


The uspatterns.com website notes that this is more likely an 
off-metal striking, rather than a die trial, and sold in special 

sets to VIP collectors. The number struck was tiny, and likely 

no more than 6 were originally produced. Since the only other 
example we can identify was gilt, we are comfortable saying this 
coin is quite possibly more like an R-8 with no more than three 
examples surviving! 


There are no auction records appropriate 
for this major rarity. If you consider that the regular issue 1875 
$3 is a Proof-only striking, and any example that comes up for 

auction today would carry a six-figure price tag, the current
